Terrible Fate of 15 0 Men Caught In 


Recent Gu lf Storm. 
Key West. Fla.. Oct. 22.—Su rv iv ors 
from one of the hou seboats of the 
Florida East Coast railway ex tension 
along the key s tell a harrowing tale 
of death and destru ction cau sed by 
the storm of Thu rsday . 
W. P. Du senberry . civ il engineer in 
charge of the work on Long Key . who 
miracu lou sly escap ed death, arriv ed 
here on the Ru ssian steam er Jennie, 
among other su rv iv ors rescu ed. 
He 
say s hou seboat No. 4. on which were 
15 0 men, was stru ck by the storm at 
5 o’clock Thu rsday morning and was 
driv en ou t into the gu lf. 
At 6 o’clock 
the hou seboat began to break u p , and 
as the great wav es hit her, men singly 
and in bu nches.of two and three were 
washed into the sea and drowned. 
Some went below for* p rotection, bu t 
when the top of the boat was carried 
away the wav es ru shed in and the 
boat soon went to p ieces, thirty or 
forty of the men being cru shed to 
death in the collap se. 
Engineer Du ­ 
senberry was in the hold, bu t su c­ 
ceeded in getting on a log and floated 
u ntil Friday night. 
On a p iece of tim ber six teen men 
were clinging and nine were hanging 
to anorker 
The sides of the hou se­ 
boat were crowded with men. 
It 
tu rned ov er three times, each time re­ 
du cing the 
nu mber. 
The 
Ru ssian 
steam er Jennie sighted the wreckage 
and su cceeded in rescu ing the forty - 
nine men who were brou ght here. 
Three other steam ers with search­ 
lights were p icking u p dead and aliv e 
men when the Jennie left the scene. 
There was another hou seboat with 15 0 
men on board at Long Key , which Mr. 
Du senberry thinks was also swep t to 
sea. /There were in all ten boats at 
Long Key . m ortar mix ers, dredges 
and other boats engaged in the work.
